F. X. Colgan, of McSherrystown, one of Adams county's two asso­ 
ciate judges, was elected chairm an of the Adams county dem ocratic 
committee a t a stormy re-organization meeting at the court house, 
Saturday afternoon. 
He succeeds Jam es C. Cole, B uchanan Valley, who held the posi­ 
tion for the past six years. 
Storm clouds gathered after the first ballot, in which none of four 
candidates secured a majority of th e votes cast, was taken. 
George M. Neely, of Fairfield, secretary of the committee under Cole, 
informed the committeemen that the#

by-laws provided th a t only a mem­ 
ber of the com m ittee was eligible 
for election as chairm an. 
92 Comm itteem en Present 
Colgan, who is not a member of 
the county com mittee and at whom 
Neely's 
rem arks 
were 
indirectly 
aimed, im m ediately took the floor 
and called the secretary’s attention 
to an am endm ent to the by-laws, 
passed six years ago which provided 
th at any dem ocrat could be elected 
to the chairm anship. 
"I resent the Implication th at I 
am not a legal candidate for the 
chairm anship," Colgan said, sitting 
down amid a roi/hd of applause. 
C hairm an Cole called the meet­ 
ing to order a t 2:15 o'clock. In op­ 
ening rem arks. Cole said he always 
tried to be "on the level" with all 
members of the party during his 
incumbency. 
“I have made many I 
sacrifices. 
I couldn’t give every­ 
one who asked a job. 
I have been

powerless to prevent.

The German emissary, it was re­ 
ported, found the aged foreign min­ 
ister of France stern and unyield­ 
ing.

One Killed, 13 Hurt 
In Va. Explosion 


Fredericksburg, 
Va., 
June 
IS 
(A P).—Melvin Tyler, 21-year-old 
negro, was fatally injured, five 
other negroes are in a serious con­ 
dition and six negroes and 
two 
white men are suffering cuts and 
bruises as the result of a terrific 
explosion which wrecked the water­ 
proofing plant of the Sylvania In­ 
dustrial corporation, m anufactur­ 
ers of transparent wrapping paper, 
about 9 a. rn. Sunday. 
The force of the explosion, which 
wrecked two buildings, was felt in 
Fredericksburg, two miles away. 
Twenty-two men were working in 
(he plant at the time, only eight 
escaping uninjured. 
Several of the men were virtual­ 
ly human torches as they rushed 
from the building, their clothing 
blazing. 
Neither officials of the company 
nor members of tho Fredericksburg 
fire departm ent, called in to extin­ 
guish the fire, knew the 
the explosion. 
Company officials declined to be 
quoted on the dam age done, but un­ 
official observers estimated it at 
upwards of $200,000.
